Mrs. Jefferson Davis Corrects Some Re- 
cent Misstatements. Regarding 


PRESIDENT TAYLOR AND HIS WIFE

Interesting Pictures of Old-Time People 
and Their Ways—Mrs. Taylor in 
the White House.

A 
person who signs himself G. H. Yenowine, 
fn the December number of 1892, has an 
article on “Louisville,” at the end of which 
ts the foliowing Jibel upon several of Gen- 
era) Taylot’s family, and notably upon his 
wife. The article has probably not been 
promptly answered, because the people of 
the southwest know Louisville better than 
any southwestern city; aud did not, there- 
fore, read the article on Louisville. Thus 
the attack on the Taylor family did not meet 
the eye of their friends until after it had 
deeply wounded and incensed the children 
and grandchildren of the heroic old ex- 
president. 

After setting forth that Mary Anderson 
was born in Louisville, etc. the writer 
goes on thus: 

“The parents of President Zachary 
Taylor were Virginians, but they settled 
mear the present ¢ity of Louisville about 
the year 1785. It happened that Zachary 
Taylor was born in Virginia, but was 
brought to Louisville when he was only a 
month or two old, and he grew to manhood 
working on his father’s farm. Old resi- 
dents have interesting reminisences of 
President Taylor and his wife. Mrs. Tay- 
lor ecems to have been very domestic, ab-

horring all forms of society. She was 
almost crazed with grief when she learned 
that she was to live in the white house. 
After the inauguration she retired to one 
room, where she spent all of her time re- 
fusing to see callers. Until shortly before 
ber husband's death she lived the life of a 
récluse and it is related that the poor, sin- 
ple old woman sat in her room, day after 
day smoking her pipe add bemoaning her 
sad fate; Many people are yet alive who 
claim to have seen her calmly pulling an

then a young army officer stationed at 
Prarare du Chien, Wis. General uylor’s 
burial place was long neglected. ‘briars 
and brambles grew over the grave, the 
fence surrounding it rotted down, aud the 
little family cemetery became a thicket.” 
it Would be Lard to have written two par- 
‘agraphs which contaimed more errors tcun 
these two which speak of the ‘laylor iain- 
liy. It is true that General ‘Layior was 
taken to Kentucky when very young, eid 
that he grew to manhood in that -siale - 
but that be grew up working ou his faib- 
er’s farm is untrue. Vhat he would axve 
done #60 with no loss of dignity or of ftw 
esteem of his fellow citizeus is als» true, 
bad such service been necessary to the wel- 
fare of his family; for, througi a long life 
be met every emergency Wits prompiuess, 
weal and eiliciency. Irom this peculiarity 
eaine his pseudonym vid Roagh and heady, 
not because le was vulgar or rough in 
mind and mauner, but because he was_al- 
ways ready tor auy emerg acy and took the 
rough end of every encounter. Ele was a 
man of great tenderness of heart, of very 
gentle manner, aud so cota.ly deveid of seis- 
Q@ssertuion Or any peter vase y, that he un- 
dervalued b®s greatest achievements He 
was a very silent man, but his dignity im- 
pressed all who came ipvto his presence 
When people who never knew, but who 
desire * to present General Zachary Taylor 
to those of this day, attempt to des ribe 
him, it is generally in an atmosphere blaz- 
ing with oaths and objurgations. ‘ Every 
man of General Taylor's day swore vcca- 
sionally, perhaps most men do now, but 
swearing is less the custom 20w than in 
that day. Both in America and England 
men swore even in good socicty, sixty years 
azo, aS may be-seen by any novel of that 
day. In a long and rather ¢lose acquain- 
tance, when the writer saw General Tay- 
lor under considerable excitamznt twice 
she had nerer heard an oath, or even a 
harsh expression from his lips; and Jeffer- 
son Davis, who served under him and knew 
him as @ beloved son knows a father, al- 
ways became indignant when the imputa- 
tion upon General Taylor of being a chronie 
Sweater was mentioned in his presene, 
Family and Boyhood. 


The father of Zachary Taylor, General 
Richard Taylor, was an officer in the reyo- 
lution, who served with credit to himself 
throughout the war. He was connected 
with James Madison. Richard Henry Lee 
John Taylor, of Carolina, James and Philip 
Barbour, Judge Pendleton, General Hunt 
ot Texas, General Gaines. the Conways, 
Telaferros and many other distinguished 
Virginia families. After the war he re- 
mover to Kentucky, where he served the 
state by assisting to frame the constitution 
of Kentucky. The substantial respectable

_ptanding and.bears 
‘he was aman of ‘wealth. at 
for day he left a haudsume 
fortune to” As soon as Zacualy 
way able to study he went to the nearest 
school, which wes through thick woods 
infested “by hostile Indians. Colonel ‘4y- 
jor’s house Was barricaded many nights 
against their attacks and the intrepid boy 
bad mapy numerous and narrow escapes. 
Indeed, one of his achechantion was scalped 
by them within a hundred yards of where 
young Zachary was living. While Ken- 
tucky Was in this unsettled state, the 
schools were necessarily not as good as 
they. are now, and the excellent solid educa- 
tion young Taylor acquired must have been 
achieved under great difficulties and with 
much personal exposure and unremitung 
application. So much for his having grown 
up working on his father’s farm. 

Since. as was eloquently said by Hon. 
John Sergeant, “General Taylor has be- 
come an historical character, and with an 
unconscious modesty he has, with sword 
and pen, written his own history, so that 
it forms one of the brightest episodes in 
the annals of the United States since the 
days of Washington.” It is perhaps need- 
less to say more in defence of him against 
the “interesting reminiscences of old resi- 
dents,” but one word more is needful as to 
our dead hero. A handsome monument had 
been erected to him in 1891, The Louisville 
Courier-Journal of Sunday, March 15th, 
says in speaking of his burial] place: “Care 
and attention can be seen on all sides and 
it is probable that with the one exception 
of the vault of the first president at Mt. 
Vernon on the banks of the Potomac, none 
of the executives of the United States lie 
in a more sacred appearing of more beau- 
tiful spot than does General Zachary Tavy- 
lor.” It seems strange that the “old resi- 
dents” did not know of the tender care 
bestowed upon his last resting place, but 
believe it was overrnn with briers and 
neglected, when in 1892 they favored Mr. 
Yenowine with their reminiscences. 

Slanders Refuted. 

The notice of Mrs, Taylor is more in- 
explicable than that of General Taylor, as 
ehe never lived in Louisville, but tollowed 
her husband to his different posts always, 
with the exception of Mexico, where she 
could not go on account of her health and 
the state of the country. When near Louis- 
Ville she made her home with bis father, 
at “Springtield,” five miles from Louisville, 
and there must have been scant time for 
the “old residents” to see her smoking her 
pipe and crying in the visits they made to 
Springheld, since she never paid a visif 
there except for a few days en passant 
after 1s20. The facts are these: Mrs. 
Zachary ‘l‘aylor was Miss Margaret Smith, 
the daughter of Major Walter Smith, of 
the United States army, a resident, at the 
time of her birth, of Calvert county, Mary- 
Wand. The family were descended from an 
ancestor who came from England to Mary- 
land in 1649 and held the appointment of 
attorney general from Oliver Cromwell in 
1605, @ reminiscence* of whom may be 
found in the name of one of the family 
plantations in Maryland, “God's Graces,” 
where the Mackalls, Mrs. Taylor’s grand- 
mother’s ‘parents lived. The family were 
wealthy, and also people of fashion. One 
of Mrs. Taylor’s brothers, Colonel Richard 
Smith, was in the marine corps, and was 
most admiringly remembered thirty years 
ago as one of the handsomest and most 
pomp Officers of his day. Two other 

rothers‘were planters of large means in 
Mississippi. Mrs. Taylor's two sisters, who 
moved to Kentucky, married two brothers 
of the old Chew family, so well and favor- 
ably known’ in Maryland. 

Generai Taylor was never a holiday sol- 
dier, and was always on the frontier and 
conspicuous in the many engagements with 
hostile Indians, which were of frequent oc- 
curpence at that time. In the blockhouses, 
which then did duty for forts, his refined, 
fearless wife dwelt with her four little 
children, as devoid of tremors as her brave 
husband. One of the family gave the 
Writer an instance of her courage and pose 
-of manner, before he or any of the family 
had seen the arraignment of her published 
by Mr. Yenowive. One day, while Colonel 
Zachary Taylor was sitting with his wife 
and children, the alarm was brought that 
a large body of Indians was in sight with 
war paint on. Colonel Taylor asked his 
wife for his sword, which she calmly 
brought to him without a word of question 
or remonstrance, and after the alarm was 
over and the Indians had retreated, she re- 
ceived and restored it to its proper place in 
the same quiet manner without asking a 
question or making any remark. 

Mrs Taylor was not only a conspicuously 
calm courageous woman, but she waa, one 
of the most refined women af her day and 
one who was never heard moaning about 
anything. Her dignity was supreme and 
so well sustained under all circumstances 
that no one would have had the temerity 
to take a liberty with her. Her aversion to 


none of her family were ever able to smoke 
in her presence, still less could or did she 
smoke a pipe. When General Taylor wus 
elected president she had not been jn Lou- 


days. She was in batou Rogue surrounded 
by friends who respected as much as ad- 
mired her for her fortitude, general relined 
demeanor and Christian life. Her health 
haa tailed very muea before the general's 
inauguration apd she found herself un- 
able to sit through the routine of the long 
state dinners, which must be given at tne 
executive mansion or even to walk up ‘and 
down stairs to attend the receptiods and ner 
husband was unwilling for her to undergo 
the strain upon her exhausted frame. The 
writer knew her first at this time and al- 
ways found the most pleasant part of ber 
visit to be that passed in Mts. Taylor’ 
pretty, bright room, where the invalid, full 
of interest in the passing show in which sne 
had not strength to take her place, talked 
most agreeably and kindly to every one 
of the many friends who were admitted to 
her presence. | 

She always appeared at the family din- 
ners, to which a few friends were uncere- 
mouiously bidden, of which many charming 
ones were given during General ‘Taylors 
administration and ably bore her share 
in the conversation at the table. The pres- 
ident once at one of these dinners, at which 
the writer was present, after telling an an- 
eedote of his army life in which his wife 
had taken part, turned to Senator Jefferson 
Davis and said: “You know my wite was 
as much of a soldier as I was.” His every 
look and tone spoke the respect, esteem and 
love in which he held his quiet, undemon- 
strative,~self-controlled old wife, whose 
moaning to the accompaniment of her pipe 
he seemed in company with her many other 
friends never to have heard. 

When General Taylor died the writer 
was with the family and saw her endure 
all the torture which is incident to a state 
funeral. Mrs. Taylor was worn to a shadow 
and lay without uttering a sound, bat trem- 
bling slightly from head to foot as one band 
after another blared the funeral music of 


guns boomed in quick succession ’ to. ah- 
nounce the final parting of her brave, true’ 
old husband. None but a throughbred re- 
fined woman could have thns borne the 
jast crushing sorrow.of a lifetime, which 
she survived but a very short time, less 
than ‘a year. How does this self-controlled 
Christain resienation comnare with the 
testimony of the old residents, who de 
picted her as the “simple old woman” who 
“sat in her room day after day smoking 
her pipe and bemoaning her sad fate.”

She only lived three months, and 
died sincerely mourned by her family and 
that of her husband. Elizabeth married 
General Taylor’s adjutant, Colonel Bliss, 
who, because of his wany accomplishments 
and lovely temper, was. known at West 
Point as “Perfect Bliss.” Into her capable 
and gentle bands the social duties were en- 
trusted, which would have devolved upon 
Mrs. Talyor, had her health permitted her 
exertion, and with great skill and grace did 
she acquit herself. Personally most at- 
tractive, always solicitous for the comfort 
of others, never repellant, never elated, but 
thoroughly composed, graceful, cordial and 
attentive, no one has .ever received with 
more dignity and universal popularity than 
the pretty, gentle “Bettie Bliss’ forty- 
four years ago. It was of her that, in the 
old-fashioned phrase of that day, the fas- 
tidious Sir Henry Bulwer said she was 
“the nicest person he had met {In America.” 
After Colonel Bliss’s death she married 
Philip Dandridge, of Virginia, and still 
lives in full possession of her charming per- 
sonality. Richard Taylor was a very bril- 
liant and able general on the confederate 
side of the late war. After the war was over 
he visited England and was received with 
the utmost cordiality by the prince of 
Wales and the'old aristocracy of England;

his return from England he wrote “De- 
struction and Reconstruction,” a book full 
of epigrammatic wit, mingled with sound 
comment upon men and things in the s(rug- 
gle between the states, where he bore so 
conspicuous a part.

We left the city at 8 o’d and while

“We keep twelve men at work here all 
day, digging pits for the night soil.

“Everything is under better rule at the 
stables now than heretofore. Formerly, 
almost everybody could go into the stable 
yard, but now we have a twelve-foot fence 
with a couple of barbed wires runnilg 
about the top. We have a new tank and 
ample water facilities. All of our work 
is done at our own shops, and we even 
make our own carts, owever, for the 
past few months, I have been substituting 
two-horse wagons for the carts. e carts 
are very heavy, and I find that each wag- 
on holds as much as two carts. 


“T regard the new stable as very nearly 
fire proof. t is built of corrugated iron, 
with but a very small portion of it of wood. 
The mules are counted in at night by the 
night-watchman, and in the morning are 
counted by the superintendent. In this 
way some one is always responsible. 


“The last grand jury did not render a 
very favorable report of the dumping 
grounds, but I think that they will have 
no cause for complaint this time. Several 
of the grand jurymen were out here this 
week and expressed themselves as entirely 
satisfied with the way everything was ar- 
ranged.

In the meantime the rebuilding of the 
etables-had to be considered and Inspector 
Veal thought night and day over it. It 
was his desire to build a stable this time 
that would be as near fire-proof as possible; 
that would be substantial and lasting and 
that would be arranged so that if another 
fire were to break out it could be more 
easily discovered than was the last disas- 
trous econtlagration. Besides all this he 
wanted to have a stable arranged so that 
the mules could be released from the build- 
ing in the easiest. simplest and most con- 
venient manner. Another object that the 
inspector had in his mind when he drew the 
plans for the new stables was the venti- 
lation. One of the obiections to the old 
stables was that the ventilation was bad, 
in tact. was worse than bad, but from no 
fault of Inspector Veal’s. as his pet hobby 
is ventilation. 

After thinking over the plans for the 
new stables Inspector Veal decided that 
it should be built in four wings, the cut of 
it giving an apt idea of the style of the 
building. 

The stable is built of carrugated iron, 
fire-proof. although the supports are of 
timber. These supports, however are so 
heavy that it would be very difficult for 
them to catch fire and are so far apart that 
the fiames would spread with but very little 
rapiditv. The watchman by standing in 
the center of the stable can see every part 
of ir at one time. as each wing starts from 
a common center.

HE HAD A HEART. 


“T have a heart,” said Goldstone, “and 
it is easily touched.

To say that Goldstone’s emotion affect- 
ed me, is putting it @ery mildly. I was a 
young fellow, and the great capitalist was 
comparatively a stranger.

~ A SNAKE DUEL. 


It Lasted Eleven Hours, and Then the King- 
snake Swallowed the Kattler, 


From The New York Sun. 

“It seems a preposterous thing to say, 
but a snake that enjoys making its dinner 
on another snake won't miss its meal be 
cause the snake it has set out to dine on 
is agouod deal bigger than itself,” said a 
naturalist. “At teast a kingsnake won't. 
Neither will a blacknsake; but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the kingsnake is only a specles 
of blacksnake. Nothing in the snake line 
suits this family of ophidians better than 
that most terrible of reptiles, the rattle 
snake. Squirrels, frogs, rabbits, _ birds, 
and other fat, juicy, edible. things of the 
animal kingdom that human epicures de 
light in are particularly choice to the taste 
of the kingsnake and its cousin, the black- 
snake, but either one of these discrimi- 
nating serpents will give the squirrel, the 
frog, the rabbit or the bitd the go-by if it 
scents a rattlesnake in the air. 
there is a rattlesnake anywhere within a 
ten-acre lot, where one of. these creeping 
epicures is Jooking out for something to eat, 
it will know it at once and proceed to 
ara . in. 

‘I had once a striking proof of the 
nacity and wonderful capacity of . nel 
snake in dealing with a rattler, and giso of 
the remarkable tenacity of the rattler under 
most disadvantageous circumstances. Nat- 
urally one would think that the rattlesnake. 
armed as it is with its deadl poison and 
apt means to use it effectually, would be 
the last thing to be attacked by a snake 
entirely harmless in-that respect: and that 
if attncked by one of that kind it would 
make short work of such a preposterous as- 
sailant. But the. fact is that 
snakes stand in 
ous ones, A 
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“The secret of the fearlessness and bold 
aggressiveness with which a blacksnake or 
kingsnake attacks a rattler, although one 
stroke of the rattler’s fangs would be death 
to it, is its superior agility and stratgetic 
genius. The fattier, like all. venomous 
snakes, is sluggish in its movements while 
neoiled, and depends entirely ou the light- 
— thrust of its head and a portion 
of its body, and the deadly plunge of its 
fangs, when it is coiled for uction. The 
blacksnake and the kingsnake draw this 
fire of the rattler, so to speak, by their 
etragetic movements close to .the deadly 
serpent, but out of its feach, and then daft 
upon it like a dash before it could get itself 
in shape to defend itself again. They seize 
the rattlesnake by the neck as close to the 
head as they can, and thus prevent it from 
using its fangs on them. The rattlerghas 
n@ constrictive powers. The blacksnakes 
are genulhe constrictors, being of the same 
family as the boas and anacondas. Having 
spiked the rattler’s guris, they get him witb- 
in po powerful folds and that is the end 
0 m. 


“Now, owing fo some miscalculation in 
his aim, the kingsnake that had tackled the 
rattler on the oceasion I am speaking about 
had siezed his victim an imeh or two further 
back of the head than he should bave done. 
and when they resumed a battle after 
the rest they took soon aftér I chme upon 
them, 1 saw that the kingsnake was aware 
of this fact. Whether he feared that this 
miscalculation was likely to give the rattler 
a chance to reach. his head back and use his 
fangs or not I don’t know, but I could see 
that the kingsnake’s attention was divided 
between’ wutcaing for that possibility and 
his endeavors to get his fatal folds around 
the rattlesnake aud end the perilous contest. 
The rattler seemed to recognize the fact 
that he had some kind of an advantage, 
and he managed, with the sense of. a 
wrestler, to Wriggle and twist in such a way 
that he defeated the kingsnake in his ef- 
forts. I had noticed, while the snakes were 
resting, that the rattler was nearly two feet 
longer than the kingsnake, and, know- 
ing that the latter had attacked the former 
for the express purpose of making a mea) 
of him, I wondered at his nerve. 

“The two snakes tossed and tumbled 
and writhed together for ten minutes, and 
then that round came to an end. During 
all his struggie the kingsnake kept his jaws 
fast in the rattler’s neck. He never let 
up a particle on that. As they lay on the 
ground at the end of that round—the sec- 
oud one I had seen; I don’t know how many 
more they had fought—I took a Jong stick 
[ was using as a cane, and running one end 
of it under the kingsnake’s lower jaw, 
where he was fastened to the rattler, I 
lifted the two snakes from the ground. 
They simply writhed and wriggled their 
long bodies, and finally wound them about 
the stick. My friend’s ranch was near by, 
and I carried the snakes there and put 
them on the floor of a small roofn in the 


house. As soon as I put them down they. 


resumed the fight, the kingsnake retaining 
his tenacious bold on the rattler, the 
struggle being the efforts of the one to en- 
fold the other in its coils, and of the other 
to prevent it. If the rattler could have 
broken the hold of the kingsnake’s jaws 
on his neck, haven’t the least doubt 
that this recorll of kingsnake and rattle- 
snake fight would have been broken, for 
the rattler would have won. But he 
couldn’t do it. 

“And so the combat went on, each 
round lasting from five to ten minutes, from 
the time I discovered the two snakes until 
11 o’clock at night. Then at the end of a 
particularly Jong round, my friend and I, 
who had watched the fight without leaving 
it a minute, were surprised to see the 
kingsnake let go his hold on the rattler 
and craw] to one corner of the room. But 
he knew what he was doing. The rattle- 
snake had given up. He had to. He was 
dead as a stone. 

“TIT know these two snakes had been 
fighting eleven hours. If the :kingsnake 
had turned over and died after all that I 
would have thought no less of him. But he 
didn’t. He had started in to have a meal 
on that rattlesnake, and he still proposed 
having it. He lay in the corner of te room 
perhaps twenty minutes, and then, without 
noticing my friend and myself, glided out 
toward the dead rattler He went up to it 
cpnfidently, and beginning at the head, 
heked its body down on one side clear to 
the tail, and we could see a thick, oily 
supstance deposited on the scales of the 
dead reptile. Having lubricated one side 
tha kingsnake returned to the head again 
and licked the body all the way down on 
the} other side. en going back to the 
head the kingsnake threw open his jaws, 
andjwithout any ceremony began to swal- 
low ais late antagonist, thongh the dattler 
was) almost two feet longer than himself 

three inches bigger around. This was 
oteresting a process to miss, and we 
a night of it watching it. I am un-

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Pay on the Floor of the Now YorkiStock 
Exchau ge, 

NEW YORK,’ June 3.—Lower cables from 
London and the failure of a broker in Amer- 
ican securities there had a tendency to demor- 
alize the local steck market at the opening 
this morning. Prices in the first few minutes 
of business dropped anywhere from 1-2 to 1 
34 per cent, Chicago Gas and LouiSville and 
Nashville leading the downward movement. 
The decline in the former was accompanied 
by rumors of further financial compiications 
of the west. Louisville and Nashville was 
sold by brokers who have been conspicuous 
in depressing the stock all the week. Soon af- 
ter the opening, however, selling orders were 
withdrawn and some of the smaller shorts 
started in to cover. At this time the grang- 
erg developed strength on the favorable re- 
ports of the Rock Island and St. Paul roads 
for May. The St. Paul shows a gain in gross 
earnings of $285,674, and the Rock Island 
again opened at $35,000. This started up a 
lively inquiry for the grangers and imparted 
a strong tone to the general market. Geuer- 
al Klectriec suddeniy bounded up 4 1-4 to 4 1-2, 
stimuluting the generat buying movement, 
General Electric is receiving better support 
and the bears find more difiicnity in Keeping 
the price down’ thau for months. It is under- 
stood that ‘the company iS preparing an cxX- 
haustive statement of the condition of the 
property.

M Me 
NEW YORK, June 8.—It was very evident 
from the action of our market that the London 
market was rigged prior to our opening and 
the panicky feeling reported from there was 
due to selling orders sent from this side.

The exbibit of the associated banks for the 
week ending June 3d shows a decrease in every item 
save that of loans, which shows an increase of $188,600 
Interior banks have been drawing heavily against their 
credits here, an@ there has consequently been a de- 
crease in the deposit liabilities amounting to $5,313,500 
aud a decrease of $5,380,100 in the legal tepder column. 
There was $6,500,000 gold shipped out of the cogntry 
during the week, but this was nearly all taken from 
the subtreasury, as the statement shows a decrease of 
only $500,700 in specie. The actual loss in cash amounted 
to $5,780,820, but the large reduction in deposit Habili- 
ties makes the reserve only $4,462,426 lees than it was a 
week ago, The banks are still in first-class condition, 
having $20,987.500 in excess of legal requirements, and 
deposits amounting in the aggregate to $13},411,200, 
while the loans aggregate only $416,600, 200.

The Old Man Is Hard at Work on the 
Farm 


TUSSLEING WITH “JOHNSON GRASS." 


A New Hand Who Did Not Know as 
Much as He Seemed to Know. 
Plunkett’s Tribulations.

I fee] that Governor Northen should call 
an extra session of the legislature fo devise 
ways and means to fight this Texas ‘‘John- 


gon grass.” 

I have had a heap to do with grass in my 
life time, and weeds and briars and May 
pops wid sassafras and everything else that 
makes a crop hard to cultivate, but I 
didn’t know nothing—never seed no grass 
before. I have heard corn crack like pis- 
tols shooting, so fast it would grow in 
the bottoms after a rain in the summer, 
and Maypops will hustle up in one night 
but all of them put together couldent hold 
a ligat to this “Johnson grass.” Lets its 
name from a Texan named Johnson and 
some fool Georgian who thinks that every- 
thing in Texas is greaf, brought some here, 

‘and I am satisfied that it will bring ruin 
upon us if there be not something did 
speedily to crush it out, and its mighty 
hard to crush. It thrives on land too poor 
to wake brick and on good land it is dis- 
tressing the way it does grow. 

I am a sort of “tester” of these things, 
and last week I went to work to see if 
I could measure how fast it did grow—this 
grass. Old Blossom; our old cow, is noted 
for her eating qualities. We have often 
wished they would get up an eating match 
at some of the fairs between cows, we 
were sure we could get the prize on old 
Blossom. Knowing the cow’s capacity in 
this line, we took her out on a clean spot 
of ground and staked her and let her stay 
there uli she got very, very hungry. 
Wher we thought’ the old cow was 
about-ready to drop from hunger, we went 
andj got a smali root of this grass and 
planted it in her reach. Atter planting it 
we turned to fix the old cow's hater, which 
bad become a little out of tix, and by the 
time we were through with this little job 
the grass Wus up and humping itself. We 
set the cow on it at once, and we stood 
by and gave her all the encouragement of 
Our presence, and a braver tussie 1 never 
stood and looked at. Old Blossom was in 
the plight tor eating, and the grass was 
tender. She would lap her long tongue 
away down and around the grass, give a 
champ and swallow and back for another 
mouthful quickly, but no matter how 
quick she made her movements the grass 
wks ready. For the first hour it was* nip 
and tuck between the grass and cow. The 
old milker seemed to understand that we 
had pitted her eating qualities against the 
growth of this grass, and she went at it 
with more vim than she ever did before, 
and she has always been great on this line, 
but after the first hour she began to 
weaken. Her long tongue began to les- 
sen its swipe and her cud moved at a 
slower pace, and after the second hour had 
passed I saw that she was defeated, and 
she realized it, too, 1 know, for she turned 
her soft eyes round till all the white on 
one side loomed like moons, and. exclaimed 
as plain as ever a cow did exclaim: “Over 
crapped, over crapped, over crapped!” 

he active growth of this grass is not all 
of its bad qualities—it has others, but I 
will only mention one—it’s so close resemb- 
lance to young corn. Last week there come 
along one of these smart fellows, he knowed 
everything nearly, to let him tell it, but I 
found out that he didn’t know as much as 
pe thought he did. We hired him and put 

im to work hoeing the bottom corn. The 
fellow was mighty pleasant and mighty 
talkative, and he give such good accounts 
of the way he was getting along and spoke 
eo well of our corn that I never went near 
him. Saturday at dinner we paid him off 
for his week’s work and he went on his 
Way rejoicing. After the fellow had gone I 
sauntered over to take a look at the bottom 
and. horror of horrors. there was no corn 
there. The fool had picked out the finest of 
the Johnson grass and left it where the 
corn should be, and it was just a whooping. 
Jonah’s gourd is nowhere to it in growing, 
and rabbits are nowhere to it on its in- 
crease, and that is why I want an extra 
session of the legislature at once. 

I had intended to fulfill my promise ‘of 
telling something more of cur “village farm- 
ing’’ prospects, but the subject has been 
handled by others in a manner 80 conviuc- 
ing of its feasibility that 1 will wait till 
some other time. In its connection, though, 
and whiie 1 am discussing “fast growth,” 
I wish to mention the cultivation of mush- 
rooms, that is carried on near mea The old 
outlaudish fellow who has charge of this 
mushroom culture thinks it strange that a 
city like Atlanta does not demand more of 
them. I laugh at him and ask him how he 
expects a demand for something that never 
a dozen Georgians. tasted. Him and his 
good old wife, who can speak never a 
word of United States, have treated me 
with several messes of it and I can predict 
sately that if ever the Georgia people do 
get to eating it they will make it fly and 
create another source of revenue to the hus- 
bandman. ‘l’o me these mushrooms taste 
like the finest of fresh shad—and you have 
no trouble with bones. This old couple have 
them on their table at every breakfast, 
fried as you would fish, and as they lay in 
the dish, brown aud smoking, they look like 
fish. ‘This may be the beginning of a kind- 
ness of providence to supply us for the 
loss of the fish that uster fill the streams. 
I haven’t got their culture down fine enough 
to explain it yet, but 1 am catching on and 
hope to be able to do some great good yet 
in the matter of information before I die. 
They grow in a night—Johnson grass don’t 
want a night, nor an hour, put it down and 
here it comes. I have done quit cussing, and 
I guess it’s a good thing—good for ‘lexas 
and this Texas man. | can’t make myself 
impressive. without cussing, and as 1 have 
quit that the next stranger that is hired 
on these premises shall be proficient in 
that line. I don’t want any more of these 
“knowalls,”’ who smile blandly, talk softly 
and cut up corn and leave the grass. 

This “‘village farming” is vested with one 
feature that it is going to be hard for 
pld timers to become reconciled to. The 

laying of pianos right in your ears, is what 

mean. There’s a zal close to me who wakes 
us up ffi the morning thumping on one of 
these things. And at the noon hour she 
keeps us out of our “nap” with her screams 
and trills and at night she exhausts us 
away to rest. Blast the pianos, they are 
not goothing like the songs that sounded 
from the negro quarters, nor does it bring 
along that lonesome feeling that fell on 
one as he listened to the “quills” which 
sounded from the paths through the field 
on the old plantation. The piano exhausts 
— to sleep with its baulks and jerks and 
eeps you all the night scratching up the 
hills to a balky team or dodging the re- 
pound of bushes as the steers run away 
through the woods. “Village farming” can 
never give us that sweet, wafting away

‘ As ta the Railrosd Question, 

Editor Constitution: Having had, in my: 

usiness relations for the past twenty years, 
& great deal to do with the railroads in many 
sections of the United States, I ask pardon for 
indulging ina few words made with a view of 
bringing about a better understanding, if possi- 
ble, between the railroads, the railroad ec m- 
missivn and the merchants of this growing 
city of Atlanta. 

The railroad commission passes good rules, 
but it has mo power to enlvoite the plainest 
rule it promulgates, The commission has been‘ 
of very great benefit and bas due u great deal 
of good to the agricultural and manufactur- 
ing interest of Georgia, ald also 10 the 1rail- 
roads. The increased freight topnage witness- 
es this fact. it ls very plain to every business 
mau that the railroads regard the «commission 
as their enemy, and tbey fail and 
refuse to obey any orders if they can evade or 
avoid it. The commission shomd cate pcwer 
to enforce its rules if possible 't should 
also have power to look into the ¢perating 
expenses of the railroads. 

‘The public has a right to know something of 
this gorgeous expense that 1s reported to the 
commission as ‘“‘operating expenses.”’ Mhat 
is the Southerf stailway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation? Who pays the $150,000 per year that 
it costs to run ft Thiak of it, ye consumers 
and producers who are asked 1 pey 25 per 
ceut adpance in all your freight rates Are you 
paying a part of this $150,000 oer Jcar for an 
institution whose only business, ro far as I 
can learn, Is to see to it that one railroad 
company does take traffic away frum another. 
Cul ene cul bono? 

Now, as to trattic managers, general manag- 
ers, receivers and high priced lawyers. Are 
these gentlemen ~~ more — their services 

‘e worth? If so how much, 
wr the railroad must, as they say, have 25 
per cent increase in their local freights in 
Georgia, then. who is going to pay it, and 
what is going to be done with the money. 
The great financial institutions all over the 
country, except railroads, have years ago quit 
paying these enormous salaries. and the rail- 
roads have long since quit paying large sala- 
ries to the men who actually do the manual 
work. 

tesides the general depression in all lines of 
traffic there are too many railroads in Geor- 
gia and too small population. 

Start out from Atlanta towards Macon and 
go through the state and you have a very 
fair index. I have been on A train, every 
seat taken to Macon, and six passengers only 
from Macon to Americus and two from 


*americus to Albany. I once rode from Albany 


to Rrunswick and I was the only through 
assenge.r.

THE MASONS AT FORT VALLEY. 


An Asylum of Knights Tomplar Estab- 
lished There—News avd Gossip 
jrom the Fruit Center. . > 


Fort Valley, Ga-, June 2:—aepecial:) 
The teachers .of tioustoa county are Bt ] 
wrestling with “Raproved methods of ln, 
parting Knowledge to children, and’ every, 

ae t this‘ institute -adinits that 
one present,a 1S *the’ able 
much goot has been done through the able 
efforts of Professor Bothwell Grahain, &s 
well as the ideas exchanged between them- 
selves. 

Yesterday. afternoon the teachers were 
given a drive te several of the largest 
peach orchards here under the escort 0 
Colonel H. A. Mathews, and they were 
wonderstruck with the magnitude of l‘ort 
Valley’s great peach industry. — 

The institute adjourned this afternoon 
but many of the teachers will remain until 
tomorrow. Befor» adjourning, they passed 
the following resolutions, which have been 
forwarded to State School Commissioner 
S. D. Bradwell, with a request for his 
views through the press of their merits: 

Whereas, All the servants of the state, 
with the exception of the teachers, are 
promptly paid—an#unjust and pernicious dis- 
crimination, and 

Whereas, Many of the teachers of this 
state receive small salaries which, with the 
delay in the payment of the same, forces our 
best material ito other professions, thus el- 
couraging a class of unskilled teachers, and 

Whereas, said salaries are paid only after 
long months of waiting and at a heavy dis- 
count, if money is realized before the county 
funds are tangible; and 

Whereas, said teachers are forced to attend 
monthly “institutes’’ without compensation oF 
means with which to attend; therefore, be it 

Iesolved, 1st, That we, the teachers of 
Houston county assembled, feeling the injus- 
tice of this discrimination and utter lack of 
equity as regards this matter, we will peti- 
tion the next general assembly, through you 
and the representatives of Houston county, 
to use every means in thefr power to aid you 
in bringing about a better and more ust 
state of affairs as regards the teachers and 
their salaries as they now exist. 

9 That we solicit the aid of all the teach- 
ers in every county in the state to work to 
this end, and that they interest fathers who 
care for the education of their children in 
Georgia fo-urge upon their respective repre- 
sentatives to vote for a law to pay public 
school teachers monthly. 

3. TLat we urge the passage of a law also 
compelling all teachers receiving money from 
the public fund to attend the ‘‘monthly insti- 
tutes.”” As it is now, only those teaching in 
the rural districts are compelled to .attend 
them. We want - to attend them who re- 
celve any of the public school fund. 

4. ‘That any effort pxtended in our behalf, 
or any interest manifested to ameliorate the 
present system of compensation of teachers, 
will meet with our hearty support, sympathy 
and gratitude. 

Ilouston teachers are very much interest- 
ed in the results of their efforts in this mat- 
ter and will push it to the end, thus let- 
ting the blame fall where it justly be- 
longs, - 

Professor Graham delivered a_ lecture 
last evening on “Philosophy of Heroism,” 
which was pronounced by his bntire cul- 
tured audience, which he held spell-bound 
for more than an hour with his smooth, 
rhetorical language, teeming with the deep- 
est_ thoncht and ideas which a cultured 
and brilliant mind can conceive, a great 
effort.

THE DECISION RENDERED YESTERDAY,

In Which He Dismisses the Bill—The Rail- 
roads Will Not Be Restrained irom 
Collecting Their Charges. 


A very important decision was rendered 
by Judge Newman yesterday moruing in the 
United States court. 

It was on the interstate commerce issue, 
which was tried before him several weeks 
ago, and is a very unusual legal document. 

The case, it will be remembered, was an 
application for injunction filed by the in- 
terstate commerce comission against the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
Railway Company, the Western and Atlan- 
tié and the Georgia railroads. 

The case was argued before Judge New- 
man by the ablest gawyers in the cSuntry, 
for aud @gainst the application, and mauy 
of the leading railroad officials of the south 
the purpose of giving their testimony. 

It was claimed in the petition that the: 
railroads jin question had charged exces- 
sively for freight to be delivered at inter- 
mediate points along their several lines, 
and that it was cheaper to ship to places 
more remote than it was fo places in be- 
tween. 

The petition prayéd for an order of the 
court restraining tue railroads from collect- 
ing these extra charges, aud that petition 
was denied by Judge Newman in his deeis- 
ion rendered yesterday. | 

A Statemoeut of the Case. 

On the 26th of October, 1891, the inter- 
stute commerce columission bied a peuluon 
in the United States court asking that an 
injunction be issued agalust the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans aud ‘exas Pacitic Railway 
Company, the Wesfern and Atlantic rail- 
roud, and the Georgia railroad, restraining 
them from chargiug or receiving any great- 
er Compensawiou in tue uggregate for trans-, 
porting, Wm less than carivad lots, articles 
Classed by tuem as freight of first-class, 
for the shorter distance over the lines 
formed by their severa] railroads from Cin- 
Cuinat, U., to Social Circle, Ga., than the

Judge Newman in his decision says, “The 
court 1s to investigate the merits of the who'e 
controversy, and form an independent 
judgment. The code does not confine the 
court to a re-examination of the (ag, as 
heard and poperted by the commission, but 
gives the right to investigate the cage, de 
novo, upon proper’ pleading and _ froof, 
the latter, including not only the frima 
facie facts represented by the commission, 
but all such other and further testimony 
as either party may introduce, bearing upon 
the matters in controversy. 

“On the whole testimony now before the 
court if 1s not believed. that the cammission 
would not have found the rate in qnestion 
unreasonable. Certainly, the court can- 
not so determine. It has been eqrnestly in- 
sisted that the action of the enqnmi*sion as 
to the rate from Cincinhati' to Afmnta is 
in effect making, or fixing, » rate! and that 
the order of the commission ‘is for'that reas- 
on bevond the authority granted i#‘hy the 
act of congress. It is unnecessary, in view 
of the opinion already expressed, to go in- 
to this subject. The court woul? not be 
justified in granting’ the order prayed for 
by the commission, requiring the different 
corporations to ‘desist. from charging a

AN INDEPENDENT RECEIVER. 


More Lines Taken from Mr. Comer by Judge 
Simonton. 

Charleston, S- C., June 3.—(Specia].)— 
The decree of Judge Sunonton jw ihe Auv- 
gusta aud Wnoxviie and Port Koyal aud 
Western Oarolina roads case was Died to- 
day. in making the appointment Judge Si- 
mouton says: “A Rumber of gentiemen 
have been selected. Amoug them Joseph 
Kt. Lamar is the choice of those represent- 
ing the bond creditors ef the Augusta apd 
Knoxville railroad, and he is acceptable to 
the counsel representing the Ceutra!l Kail- 
road and Banking Company, the principal 
stockholders in both companies, and the 
largest bondholders in the Port Royal and 
Western Carolina railroad. He ig not op- 
posed by The stockholders of Laurens and 
Anderson counties, in this state. Under 
ordinary circumstances the court would 
have no hesitation in naming him. It con- 
curs fully in the warm language by which 
the suggestion of his name was accompa- 
nied. But it is the law in this circuit that, 
except in a ease of extreme necessity, no 
one will be appointed receiver who is a 
party to or who represents the cause in 
Which the receiver is named. This case 
was heard by a full bench and was care- 
fully considered. The -strong inclination 
of the court was tO continue as receiver 
the gentleman acting as temporafy re- 
ceiver, Who bore a very high character at 
thé bar and in the community. The cir- 
cuit judge held that this was impossible 
or the reason stated, and his associate 
fully concurred. This decision bends the 
court and precludes it from naming Mr. 
Lamar. Let the name of John B. Cleve- 
land be Inserted in the order filed with 
this as receiver in both cases.” 

Mr,, Cleveland is appointed receiver of 
the property of the Augusta and Knoxville 
and Port Royal and Western Carolina 
railroatis, his official bond being fixed at 
£50,000. He is directed, until the further 
order of the court, to operate the ‘said roads 
in- connection with and as part of the sy* 
tem of the Central Railroad of Georgia, 
under the same officials and employes now 
operating the Port Royal an festern 
Carolina railroads, or such successors as 
may be mutually satisfactory to the re- 
ceiver héreby appointed and the receiver of 
the Central Railroad of Georgia. The 
order appointing H. M. Comer receiver of 
the two roads is rescinded and Mr. Comer 
is directed to file his aceaunts with the 
clerk of the court within forty days. The 
receiver is directed to pay the rnpaid wages 
due employes, ete. An injunction is is- 
sued prohibiting creditors claiming liens or 
encumbrances upon this préperty- from 
setting up such claims save in this court.

The following paragraph from The 
Washington Star is just as interesting 
to the merchants and business men af 
this section as it is to the agricultural 
classes: 

Information coming frm _ silver sources 
makes it a safe prediction that there will be 
comparatively little trouble to pass a Dill 
through the house to repeal the Sherman 
silver law soon after congress meets. How 
the thing will stand tn the senate is another 
ftory. but it will probably be found that 
the finance committee, at the head of which 
is Senator Voorhees, who has been regarded 
as strongly favoring silver, will have a ma- 
jority for the repeal of the present law. It 
appears that a number of the members of the 
bouse who voted against any action during 
the last congress have seen a light since and 
expect to yote the other way when they get 
at work again. The reason given by some 
of those who will drop from the ranks of the 
radical silver men is that, in the light of the 
present financial situation, many of ‘“‘their 
people,”’ without yielding their convictions 
on the silver question, are willing that the 
Sherman law should be repenled at once, 
leaving the question of future colnage of 
silver open. How far this is the result of 
the judicious distributing or withholding of 
patronage by Mr. Cleveland may be left for 
inference. But it Is certain that Mr. Cleve- 
land has mot lost sight of this issue In deal- 
Ing with statesmen who have been making 
pilgrimages to the white house. 

The foregoing may be taken with a 
grain of sait. It is not at all likely 
that Mr. Cleveland has employed the 
people's offices to bribe or to influence 
democratic congressmeu, and it is as 
little likely that Gemocratic congress- 
men would cousent to be bribed or in- 
fluenced in that way. We print it be 
cause it opens up an interesfing ques 
tion which, although it has been dis- 
cussed before, grows constautly wore 
aud more important. 

We desire today to address ourselves 
to the merchants and business men of 
our section. We desire to present a 
few facts for their consideration, and 
leave them to draw their own conclu- 
gions. The matters we shall touch 
upon are of vast importance to them, 
and to convitice them that we are not 
pursuing the subject blindly, or basing 
the statements we shall make on mere 
assumptions, we print elsewhere on 
this page an article from The Daily 
Financial News, of New York, on “The 
Financial Situation.” That article is 
addressed to the comprehension of busi- 
hess men and it may be emploted by 
our readers either as a preface or as a 
supplement to the views which we shall 
present for the consideration of the mer- 
chants and business men of Georgia and 
the south. 

Strangely enough, there seems to be 
an idea on the part of the people of the 
towns and cities that only the farmers 
are interested in the silver question; 
whereas, although the farmers are in- 
terested in restoring silver to the cur- 
rency, they are less vitally interested 
than the population of the towns and 
cities, the merchants and business men. 
A moment’s refiection will show this to 
be true. For twenty years the farm- 
ers have been suffering less from the 
gradual decline in the price of cotton 
than from the fact that they have been 
compelled to sell it for a silvér price in 
competition with India. Sixty-four 
cents’ worth of silver bullion will buy a 
dollar's worth of cotton in India, and 
the bullion is worth a little more than 
a dollar there when coifted into rupeos. 
But the 64 cents that the southern farm- 
ers get for their dollar’s worth of cot- 
ton is worth only 64 cents. Though it 
has robbed and is still robbing them of 
untold millions for the sole benefit of 
British traders, the farmers have be- 
come used to the process. S&o far as 
they are concerned the robbery cannot 
go much farther. It has about reached 
its limit. They have stdéod it and they 
can still stand it. _They have something 
to fall back upon. They have the sun, 
and the soil and the fructifying winds 
and rains of heaven to support them. 

But how is it, and how will it be with 
the merchants and business men of 
Georgia and of the south when this 
great scheme of contraction—the un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman law 
—is carried through? Let them no 
longer attémpt to conceal from them- 
Selves the gtavity of the situation—let 
them apply to the consideration of this 
matter the common sense they employ 
in their daily business transactions. We 
make no defense of the Sherman law. 
It is vicious in its scope and intent, and

Will 
this tremendous contragtion help or 
hurt the merchants and business men of 
Georgia and the stuth? Will it add 
to thelt trade? Will it help them to 
pay the, debts they may owe to north- 
ern “and eastern concerns? Do mer- 
chants find thely largest profits and 
most driving business in 4 period of de 
pression, when credit has disappeared 
and the value of property has sunk to 
its lowest ebb? Is their business rush- 
ing when money is scarce and dear, 
when the banks are hoarding, when 
capital refuses to seek investment, and 


The only argument worthy of serious 
consideration that the gold elique has 
advanced in favor of the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman law is that the 
result of it will be such a tremendous 
depreciation of silver that England, with 
India on her hands, will be compelled 
to come to the rescue of the white 
metal, and in this way an international 
understanding may be forced. There 
is nothing in this argument but the fact 
that a further depreciation of ailver 
will demonetize our own currency and 
destroy the little prosperity we have 
left before an international understand- 
ing can be reached. The result has al- 
ready been foreseen by England, and 
arrangements are going forward to de- 
monetize ellver in India and remonetize 
gold. This would mean the destruc- 
tion of values in the United States. 
India has a ativer circulation of $900,- 
000.000, and she would require that 
amount of gold to take its place. The 
most of it would of necessity be with- 
drawn from this country, and in order 
to keep on hand even the shadow of a 
reserve this government would have 
to fasue $100,000,000 In bonds and cer- 
tainly supplement {tt with other issues. 
With India backed by the poWer and In- 
finence of England, could the United 
States compete with that eountry fn the 
struggle for gold? 

We present these factS for the ¢on- 
sideration of mercfiints and business 
men so that the silver question may be 
brought home to them.

A Websterian Revival, 

The announcement that a Boston 
firm has published a volume of Daniel 
Webster's seleet speeches shows that 
the great expounder of the constitution 
is not altogether forgotten in his section. 

But for Webster there would have 
been no union sentiment in New Eng- 
land strong efOugh to wage war upon 
the confederacy. New England was 
the early hot bed of secession, and the 
close reader of’ history eannot fall to 
be astounded when he sees tho array 
of prominent men in the northeastern 
states who openly advocated the ex- 
treme doctrines of state sovereignty. 
Webster was the first statesman of 
ability in that regioiv to oppose this idea. 
Hie brought all his learning and elo- 
quenee to the task of idealizing the 
union, and his suceess was so complete 
thet his people beeame enthusiastic 
nationalists, and secession becaine utter- 
ly abhorrent in 1@#Ir eves. 

Webster was the tnspiration of the 
defenders of the union, and yet it was 
the fashion in the old war period and 
afterwérds to ignore his memory. The 
bitter oppositfon to slavery eaused 
northerners to epeak slightingly of this 


) great man because he was friend . 
the interpretation given to it by the ; seiiee 


ing his life to the sofith and unwilling 
to condemn her peeWar tnstitutions, 
So jt came to pass that © generation 
grew up criticising and’ underrating the 
most eminent New Englander of our 
eentury.

Unloading the Negro. 

A few days ago ex-Senator Ingalls 
came to the front with an elaborate ar- 
ticle on the negro in which he took the 
position that the Dlack man is a failure 
as a slave and as a citizen, and should 
be banished or deported, whether he 
is willing to leave the country or not. 

Following Mr. Ingalls comes Editor 
Murat Halstead with a proposition to 
repeal the fifteenth amendment, and 
leeve the federal government and the 
states Tree to disfranchise the negroes, 
and then reduce the representation of 
the black states in congress. _Mr. Hal- 
stead thinks. that if the republicans 
ever return to power they will have to 
earry the country on economic, indus- 
trial and national issues. He admits 
that sectionalism is a failure, and de- 
clares. that the southern people must 
settle their problems without any ex- 
ternal pressure or {nterference. 

It fs m notable change in the republl- 
can programme when such leaders as 
Ingalls and Halstead Meliberately pro- 
pose to throty the negro overboard, and 
turn him over to the control of the 
southern whites. But these two theo- 
rists do not understand the situation. 
The whites of the south have no desire 
to take from their black neighbors any 
of their rights under the law. The ne 
groes here will be protected in their en- 
joyment of the elective franchise, and 
there is no disposition in the south to 
bar them out of any occupation in 
which they desire to earn their Tiving. 
We need negro labor, and it finds no 
difficulty in obtaining employment. The 
idea of deporting 7,000,000 peaceful 
colored eftizens {s monstrous. We cheer- 
fully tax ourselves for their education, 
and their progress in the matter of own- 
ing homes and aecumulating property 
is hichly gratifying. Nor will the south- 
ern whites consent to deprive their peo- 
ple of the riglit of suffrage. We are 
their friends and their advisers, and 
since we got rid of earpet bag and 
bayonet rule they have every year 
shown an increasing desire to vote with 
us for the best interests of all. 

The statutes . and constitutional 
amendments of the reconstruction era 
seem to have returned to plague the 
inventors, but they no longer hamper 
the rising south. The negroes have 
refected the aelfish ativice of the out- 
side agtators who really never cared 
anything about them, and they are 
vyrowing more and more willing to go 
hand in hand with their white nelgh- 
bors in working out the problems of our 
time. 

Ingalls and Halstead have exposed 
the true tnwardness of the republican 
policy. Failing to use the negro as a 
pliant tool, they turn against him in 
their wrath and propose to make him 
a man without a country, or banish 
him from our short®. The scheme will 
fail. The negro ts entitled to justice 


and protection under tiie law, and the,

How to Stop Lynching. 

Ex-Governor D. H. Chamberlain, of 
South Carolina, in an open letter to 
Frederick Douglass, just published, de- 
clares that no crime can justify, lynch 
law. The writer then goes on to say 
that the negroes of the south have the 
matter M their own hands.. He tds 
them plainly that if they do not want 
to be lynched they should quit their 
felonious assaults updh white wamen. 

This is the common sense of the situ- 
ation. More than a century ago, when 
it was proposed to abolish eapital pun- 
ishment in Franee, Voltaire sald: “Very 
well, let the assassins set Ws the exam- 
ple.” It was a wise and a witty re 
tort, and whepbver the matter of. lyneh- 
ing eomoes up, the southern whites make 
the point that if the negroes will let the 
white women alone lynching will go out 
of fashion. 

Kx-Governor Chamberlain fs a New 
Englander, but his residence int the 
south has made him familiar with the 
facts of the lynching business. It may 
be said that lynchifig is provoked by 
one particular crime, and it is to be 
feared that while lynching {s roundly 
denounced this crime has not been con- 
demned AM {Wms sufficiently severe. The 
northern friends of the negroes should 
send them Thfs message: “You say that 
your people are lynched, tortured and 
burned for assaults on white women. 
As you value your own good fame and 
safety as a race, sfamp out the infa- 
mous crime!” 

This is good advice. It ought to be 
easier to educate the negroes up to a 
proper degree of respect for white 
women than to ediitate the whttes into 
a state of indifference that will leave 
the outrager of a woman to the law's 
delay and uncertdinty. 


The Harrison Policy. 

There is no cooler hand than the edit- 
or of The New York Tribune, when it 
comes to turning a fact wrong-end up- 
wards. Speaking of the outgo of gold, 
he Says that it is going out “in large 
measure because thia country has trans 
ferred the control of its government to 
a party which insists upon using its sil- 
ver inatéad of gold as the basis of the 
currency.” 

A completer misrepresentation of facts 
wes never put forth by a partisan news- 
paper. Gold ig going out beenuse the

The Sherman law recognizes that the 
policy of this government is to maintain 
the parity between gold and silver, and 
gives to the secretary of the treasury 
the option of redeeming the notes issued 
for the purchase of silver bullion in 
éither gold or silver coin. But the Har- 
rison policy, under the idiotic pretense 
of maintaining the parity of gold and 
silver, discards silver altogether as the 
money of payment—demonetizes it—and 
proceeds to redeem the silver notes in 
gold. 

How does France maintain parity be 
tween her gold and silver? In the only 
way that parity caitbe maintained—by 
paying her notes in gold or silver at 
the option of the Bank of France, and 
they are paid as often in silver as in 
gold. - When an attempt is made to 
draw gold from th» bank for export 
they refuse to pay out gold. When 
Senator Jones went: to Europe as the 
member of the monetary conference, 
he had occasion to transact some busi- 
ness for a syndicate in whicn he ws 
interested. He had a draft for $100,- 
000 on the Bank of France. When the 
draft was presented he was paffl $50,- 
000 in gold and $50,000 in silver. This 
method of maintaining parity is the 
only feasible one that ‘the reason can 
conceive of. It is the authoritative an- 
nouncqment that both gold and silver 
coins are to be regarded as the money 
of final payment not only in theory, tut 
in practice. ; 

/ Yo characterize the Harrison poiicy 
af paying only in gold as idiotic would 
be employing a hasty epithet. It is far 
fiom idiotic. It is part of a conspiracy 
that Charles Fosier intended should be 
fnr-reaching.

consumptive currents. 

It is true that Germany and Austria have 
merely changed their metallic mouey from 
silver to that of gold, which acme financiers 
would claim, would not prove disastrous finan- 
cially. To such we reply that those countries 
have ehanged their metallic basis from @ sur: 


plus to a deficit source of supply. 


Germany and Austria bave demonetized 
silver and adopted gold, at « 1ime and under 
cifcumstances that have placed them on the 
short side of the market. ‘fhey changed to 
gold when gold was not in “emand, aid less 
in command, The demand for gold they have 
increased; while at the saine tlre the availa- 
ble supply of gold Is Icing ccreased daily. 

These countries :naintain their starding 
armies upon the old" basis, and are, therefore, 
attempting to carry on their.former heavy 
consumptive expenses, although they have 
each reduced their available capital one-half. 
When they acted upou the silvér basis they 
were able to employ gold, and aid employ 
it, to help them out in their cxpenses. They 
cannot use silver because they have depre- 
ciated it by their suicidal action. 

Under their present financial arrangeménts 
England and her gold caliies are compelled to 
carry on their foreign Dbubiness relations 
upon a gold basis, while they are conducting 
their domestic relations upon a strained pa- 
per basis. founded upon confidence and credit 
alone.

A NEAT PRINT GOWN, 


How to Keep Its Colors Fast—The Best Way 
to Wash, Starch and Iron It. 


There is no other wear in which a young 
woman looks so besvitching as in clean, cool, 
quaigitly-flowered calicoes, and she who wears 
prints probably selects them with an eye to 
their washing well. 

But no matter how fast the colors a care- 
less laundress will fuln the gown. Coytra- 
wise, those @yes -that. are evanescent as the 
rainbow’s hues may scarcely be dimmed‘ at 
the hands of one who knows _her business. 

Setting the Colors. , 

A new prt, berore going {to the tub, 
ought to be soaked for teu Aninutes in one 
of three solutions. 

If there is much green or purplish pink 
among the Golors use moderately strong cold 
alum Whter in the proportion of four ounces 
to & £allon of water. For what are known ae 
madder tints use one ounce of sugar of lead 
to a gallon of watet. 

For black, black and white or gray or dark 
purple put a double handful of salt in a big 
tub of water and be sure it is all dissolved 
before the things go m. 


Anuetead of Soap. 


To wash them, unless they are very dirty, 
use no soap. Instead “dissolve powdered bo- 
rax in the wash water, using a tablespoonful 
to the gallon. Have the water as hot as the 
hand will bear, but never by any means let 
boiling water touch a printed surface. Wash 
well through the borax.

A woman who has headache long has 
probably asked her family physician ‘the 
cause. He may have given her bromides 
or opiates, or phenacetin or pills or caffeine 
and she may have been -blistered, cupped and 
leeched and even then she may have suffered 
for days with torturing headache. I have 
not found that remedies to be taken cure 
headaches without fail. 1 group head- 
aches into four chief classes. Neuralgic, 
congestive, reflex, headaches from eye 
atrain., 

Congestive or Neuralgio. 

The neuralgic is often rhéumatic, comes 
from a sudden cold, perhaps is the result of 
a draught on the side of the head. 

Sometimes it arises from an irritation 
of the tilaments of that great carsarian 
ganglion which sends nerves and branches 
to all parts of the face and which sometime 
becomes so irritated that it screws the 
facial muscles into knots with spasmodic 
seizures. : 

(n the other hand, a congestive head- 


che is the effect of lack of tone of: the 


muscular coat of the arteries. ‘These mus: 
cles become stretched, lose their elasticity, 


then dilate more and more to accommodate’ 


the blood pumped up into them. Unlegs 
something is done at once to relieve the 
over pressure, to turn some of this blood 
into larger vessels, there will result a stop 
page of the-circulation and apoplexy or put- 
alysis.

The pain in the head may be the om 
and only sensation, but somewhere there i 
a pressure an irritation of nerves who 
only way of showing their discomfort i 
through the central office in the brain. Stags 
of all colors fall in showers before ths 
eves; things around reel and spin. Or pe 
haps one side of the head resounds to tl» 
blews of imaginary hammers, while tm 
other side is free from ache, Or splittings 
pains dart from side to side. Or d 
heavy pains come and satay persistently. 

When lt Is froon an Kye Strain. 


Eye strain is the cause of most of the 
headaches of chiluren—some are directly 
due to indigestion, i 

Astigmatism and hyperaesthesia of ‘th 
internal structures of the eyes catse’ i 
tense pain in the brow, but if the’ sufferet 
is a child and reads Without difficulty, the 
mother or teacher may not suspect the true 
cause. Children who study by artificial 
light in a badly ventilated room, and women 
who sit and sew all of the evening may 
well suspect eye strain to be the cause of 
their headache. If pain is constant they 
should consult ans ophthalmologist.

rectly resulting from any of these causes 


but from reasons as obscure as 1 
the headache sphinx had sent them as 
riddles.

BRIC-A-BRACK. 
* How to Use It and Take Care of It. 


Bric-a-brac should not only afford pleaspre 
by its own beauty, but should also serve a 
decorative purpose—breaking severe outlines 
of walls or furniture. or mtrodaging dashes 
of color at certain points. 

For this reason it should be massed 
in order to be made _ effective. Moreover, 
and this will appeal to the feminine Instinet 
which bravely strives to make the most of 
small possessions—a few pleces scattered, call 
attention to an effort on your part, whereas 
a small cabinet crowded gives the impres- 
sion that you have so much that you find it 
difficult to dispose of your treasures. 

A crowded mantel, however, or a crowded 
table, does vot give the impression of riches; 
either simply destroys the repose of a room. 
Use bric-a-brac. sparingly outside of a cabi- 
Satisfy yourself .by putting away at 
intervals a familiar picture or vase and re- 
placing it with a fresls object from your col- 
lection. 

One should have special dusters for bric-a- 
brac earefully hemmed so that no stray 
threads may catch on ornaments. Some of 
the nicest that I have ever used were made 
from the remaios i a pair of cottage cur- 
tafns. The material, a soft, sheer, printed 
drapery sold under various names, can be 
bought-anywhere for 15 cents.a yard. The 
best quality of cheese cloth, at the same 
pice, is also excellent. A small, soft feath- 
er\duster is also needed for flicking into the 
intratices. Pretty holders may be made for 
thése dusters which may hang decorating in 
a \itting room or bedroom, but outside of 
Behemia should not find place in the state 
apatment.

MAKE A NEAT TRAVELING CASE. 


The Material to Use—Home in a Hotel 
BRoom—General Traveling 
Advice. 


There is no time when any woman wants 
to appear to better advantage than when 
she is traveling, aud no time when she has 
fewer facilities for doing so. 

Her clotbing, at least her dregs, gcta dusty 
apd cCar-worn, and the littie niceties for 
making herself well dressed and comfortable 
are at home, far away from the scene of 
travel. But those who journey a great deal 
and who make a business of being comforta- 
ble and pretty while op these traveling tours 
say that there is a way of managing so that 
one ¢an “live in @ trunk’ and yet look 
charming and bave everything that is neces 
sary for comfort. 

seleiting a Trunk. 


To do all this properly takes one as far 
back as the selection of the trunk itself. By 
no means let the woman who is going across 
the country, whether to the world's fair or to 
California, or even over to Japan, burden ber- 
self with more than one trunk. It is only 
inexperienced travelers who do this, and only 
very inexperienced ones who take Xes, 
satchels and bundles fur carrying tke things 
which they deem too easily crushed to be 

the trunk. 

unk do all the work. And select 
it with that end in view. Do not let it be 
‘a large trunk. Let it -be a low one, bot 
much higher than a steamer trunk, but if 
possible just the length of the skirt of your 
drestes. I do not Thean a skirt trunk, There 
are skirt trunks which come just for dress 
skirts, but these are for use only when one 
is going to a summer resort and taking alon; 
a great many fapcey clothes. But the genera 
utility trunk, the trunk out of which one is 
to live during a mags th or more of a traveling 
experience, should be so planned that it can 
be used fur the entire wardrobe and all the 
little findings aud iixings thereof. - 


How to Pack. 


When the long, low trunk has been selected, 
then. comes the work of packing. Into the 
bottom ef the trunk there goes a layer of un- 
derclothes, all that can possibly be needed 
for the journey. On top of the underclothes 
luy dress skirts, j@st as many as you are 
going to take along, and then in the chinks 
at each of the four Corners stow away stock- 
ings, handKerchiefg and little necessaries, 
and a couple of the next books you iytend to 
oo | oe . 

Now comes the more scientific part of the 
work. There are certain things without 
which. no woman can_be comfortable. She 
cannot be even modtraTely happy in a room 
whose four. walls are perfectly 
where nove of her toilet articles are near at 
hand. Getting them ott of a handbag is an 
abomination, and distributing them around 
upon a hotel washstand is worse than an 
abomination. There must be a case for all 
these things, and it must be constructed on 
the improved traveling case method. 


How to Make a Traveling Case, 


Get for this about five yards of strong 
twilled jean and cut out little pockets, sew- 
ing them firmly upon a doubie back of the

Slippers are 
very compressiblé and a chance of under- 
clothes takes up no tore room than a tightly- 
rolled mewsvaper, atid you_are not sure of 
finding a clothes brush in your room. Gather 
these pockets daintily. I have seen a han- 
some case made of heavy brocade, the pockets 
shirréd on ribbons tied in the center fn bow- 
knots. °*® 

If the case is propefly made It ean be folded, 
over upon itself and then laid double in the 
trunk on the top of the dress skirts. To do 
this arrange your pockets so that yon have 
; qfont space in the back through which to 
old. 

On top of this put a writing pad with one 
of those ink bottles that shut uv in round 
wooden ¢ases. Also pens, piper and no®tage 
atamps in the pockets. Lasetiv. in the body of 
the trunk Iay a wrap or jacket or anything 
you mar want to have very convienlent to 
wear. The wisdom of all this will be ap- 
parent when the packing of the trunk is com- 
pleted. 

How to Pack the Tray. 


In the trunk tray might be laid first an un- 
framed pieture or two, an etching ‘or a water 
color or a goctegrees. These are pretty to 
put. aroun the walls when staying in 
specially desolate quarters where the outside 
view is uncomfertable, and it is a good plan 
also to fold up a thin silk niantel drapery, also 
breadths of bright silkk to throw over un- 
sightly radiators, staring window cornices, or 
even to disguise the outlines of the trunk 
itself.

Put in every- 
hing that you need to make your traveling 
gowns smart enough for dinner. 

Phere is no use frying to travel far and 
meet strange people without having a little 
bonnet for dress ectAsions.

A Monument Is Going Up to Perpetuate 
the Memory 


OF THE MAN AND THE FATED. NATION. 


Grand in the Splendor of Its Beauty, It 
Will Tower from the Highest Hull 
That Brows Richmond, 


The Jeff Davis monument is going up 


like the inevitable. 

There is life in the old land yet. Tender- 
ly and with unspeakable love and affection 
hig illustrious bones have been laid be- 
neath the sod of old Virginia, and there on 
the sunny heights that shadow the old cap- 
ital of the confederacy at Richmond a 
towering monument is going to be built. 

From the very hilltop that embosoms 
the dust of Davis can be seen the historic 
battlefields on ‘which southern soldiers 
from every state died to stay the fall of 
Richmond, The fierce effort to stab the 
confederacy in its very heart brought. out 
some of the bravest fighting among the 
men in gray ever known to Warlare, ‘and 
there on the rising hills around Richmond 
Heaven touched the eyelids of more pa- 
triots into eternal sleep than ever can be 
counted. 

here is something very fit and proper, 
therefore, that on that hilltop where the 
pid warrior now sleeps, a towering mouu- 
ment should be built. 

And it is not going to be a monument 
to Jefferson Davis alone. It is to be a 
monument to the confederacy—to the man, 
and the nation all in one! 

The work has already been organized and 
is in good shape. Every state and territory 
is going to help build the monument that 
is to stayd for the naflon that has lived 
and died. The Richmond people are very 
much in earnest and will see to it that if 
every other state in the union fail to come 
forward in the great march to save the 
confederacy from the clutches of oblivion, 
it will be saved if by their hands alone. 

But Virginia need not worry about this 
matter. 

Where is the fiery little state of South 
Carolina with the blessed memories of 
her Sumter—the first state to lift the giant 
curtain over a scene of carnage and bat- 
tle? 

Where is old Georgiu, the Empire State 
of the South, the mother of Toombs, of 
Cobb, of Stephens the vice president of the 
confederacy, of Gordon and the rest; the 
state that rocked like a volcano that day 
when the secession convention at old Mill- 
edgeville declared her a sovereign state, 
free and independent, and looked around 
to see what other states would join her in 
forming a new nation?’ 

And, where is old “Alabam,” as the 
soldiers called her in fond endearment; 
the state that gave a Yancey to shake the 
hand of Davis that memorable night, and 
say: “The hour and the man have met”— 
where is Alabama? 

And, Mississippi, the old home of Davis— 

Where are they all from the Potomac to 
the Pacific? No, Virginia need not feel 
lonesome in this business. That monument 
is going to be built and Virginia is no® 
going to build it alone. Georgia has al- 
ready taken off her jacket for the task. 
She will have much to do with erecting 
the handsomest shaft that ever was built 
to the memory of a man Or a cause. 

Plans for the Monument. 

It is the purpose of the Davis Monument 
‘Association to make it the very finest mon- 
ument on the soil of America. It is to be 
built with but slight regard to cost. They 
have already built a monument to Lee at 
a cost of something more than a cool hun- 
dred thousand. Since this is to be a monu- 
ment to the nation as well as to Jefferson 
Davis. it is to be something truly wonderful 
in the splendor of its imperial beauty. 

It will be built upon the same hill where 
Davis was so recently laid to rest at Rich- 
mond. It will be a very high monument 
and will be adorned with the finest work 
that human hands can mold. This much has 
been determined upon. The mark has been 
made and Virginia is going to it or die. 

Georgia Is in Line. 

The state of Georgia is right in the line 
ef march and is already touching shou‘ders 
with Virginia. 

Colonel W. L. Calhoun, who has been 
prominent in the work of taking in the 
money for the Davis monument fund, will 
send more than $1,100 to Richmond this 
week to take its place in the pile that is 
to buy the base of the monument. It is 
money from all over the state and was col- 
lected soon after the death of Jefferson 
Davis, several years ago. At that time the 
people did not even know where the monu- 
ment was to be built, but just wanted to 
be among the first fo give wherever the 
shaft was to go up. 

There was no special organization of the 
work at that time. Colonel Calhoun, Col- 
onel Donald Bain, Colonel Joe Hirsch, Dr. 
Amos Fox and a number of others were 
among the men in Atlanta to take in hand 
the work then. 

Colonel Donald Bain has several hundred 
dollars collected which he will likewise 
also send in very soon. 

A New Organization. 

But now there is a new organization of 
the work. 

It is an organization that takes in all of 
the states of the confederacy and other 
States in the north where the old soldiers 
have organizations to perpetuate the memo- 
ries of the lost cause. 

At the last meeting of the United Con- 
federate Veterans’ Association Generz 
Gordon appointed a general committee to 
take in hand the work of raising a fund to 
build the Davis monument. 

General Cabbel, of Texas, was made 
chairman of the committee, and he in turn 
appointed committees from all the other 
states. 

The committee from Georgia consisted of 
General P, M. B. Young, chairman; Colo- 
nel W. L. Calhoun, General Evans and 
Dr. J. William Jones. 

The Georgia committee held a meeting 
and organized the work in the state by 
sending out circulars to the county officers 
of all the counties, asking them to get sub- 
committees in all of the counties. This has 
been done in most of the counties and ought 
to be and will be done in all of them. In 
this way the work will be thoroughly or- 
ganized and will proceed with easy and suc- 
cessful motion.

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CANNIBAL CAST AWAYS. 


Thirteen Days on #2 Tossing Wreck—Lots 
Drawn to Determine Who Shall Die. 


Seldom has there been told a more grue- 
some tale than that of the three sailors who 
have been confined in the prison at Ritze- 
buettel, under the charge ef murder and can- 
ribalism. They are the survivors of the 
crew of the ship Thekla, and after drifting 
about for thirteen days on its wreck, almost 
dead from starvation, they killed and ate the 
flesh of the fourth member of their ghastly 
party. All three are young. Olaf Anderson, 
of Tonsberg, in Norway, is twenty-two; 
Christian Hjalmar Jacobsen, of Christiansand, 
is the same age; Alexander Johanssef, born inf 
Fiskerbekskilde, in Sweden, is in his twenty- 
fifth year. The murdered man, of whom all 
three speak as “‘the. Dutchman,’’ was the 
eldest; he was twenty-seven. A correspond- 
ent of The Hamburger Nachrichten has inter- 
viewed the prisoners and gives the folloying 
account: 

The first to step into the small court is Olaf 
Anderson. He is of middle height and of 
broad build, stoops slightly, and has long, 
swinging arms. His head, covered with fair, 
curly hair, is a massive one, the forehead 
high, and the face, which is not without 
some intelligence, is beardless, bloated and 
colorless, and his fleshy underlip hangs down. 
His steei gray eyes, with the tired and sad 
look, only raise themselves now and then, 
and very unwillingly, from the ground. The 
impression that Uiaf Anderson makes is not 
an unfavorable one. Une might imagine him 
to be an uncouth fellow, but by no means a 
wicked one. 

PB ce Anderson, sit down and tell me your 
story.’’ 

*You mean about the Dutchman, sir?’’ 

“Yes, about the Dutchmap.”’ 

Olaf Anderson looks down and begins to 
Speak. His voice sounds hoarse, but he speaks 
without hesitating, as if he knew that there 
was only one thing now and forever that he 
could relate, and that was about the Dutch- 
map. Oluf Anderson began: 

‘*‘We left Philadelphia on the 1st of Decem- 
ber. Up to the 20th we had a good voyage. 
Then in the North sea the bad weather be- 
gab. Great seas broke over the vessel and 
the ship was lost. She began to break up. 
Two masts had gone by the board, but that 
did no good. We were to take to the boats, 
but while they were being lowered they cap- 
sized, all but one. Those who could manage 
it jumped in, the captain and some others— 
altogether eight. Thuse who remained behind 
climbed into the rigging. We did not see 
much of each other, and at first did not even 
know who had stopped on the wreck. For 
what with tne continued rolling of the vessel 
and the billows dashing over her, we had as 
much as we could do to prevent ourselves 
being washed away. When We were able to 
look about a bit we saw that there were four 
of us, Jacobsen, Johanssen, the Durchmaa 
and I. This was on the 22d of December, 
We all four had nothing to eat, not even a 
tobacco leaf, not a slice of bread. It had all 
happened so suddenly. Besides being hun- 
gry we could not sleep, for we sat in the 
scuttle and it was very small. When sleep 
got the better of one a wave came and struck 
one on the headband face, which caused great 
pain, so sleep was not to be thought of. This 
made us feel very bad. We suffered greatly. 
Ships passed us, but did pot see us, for we 
had a deal of foggy weather, or it was night. 
We certainly saw them, these strange ships, 
even in the darkest night, for our sufferings 
made our eyes sharp, but the others had not 
—— eyes, So they passed on and saw us 
not.”’ 
Vlaf Anderson, of course, related all this in 
broken sentences. The questions had to be 
put to him singly, whereupon he answered 
without any hesitation. In his statements 
he made the impression of a man who, al- 
though not quite sure how to express him- 
self, was yet quite sure about what he want- 
ed to say. He continued: 

“On the thirteenth day—it was a Friday— 
the sea had calmed down; the weather was 
clear. Dew had fallen in thegnorning, and we 
licked it off the topmasts and the manila 
ropes as far as we could reach. ‘This gave 
some of us courage, but not all. The Dutcb- 
man, for instance, was quite desperate.’’ 

“Could you make yourself understood with 
the Dutchman? Did you speuk his language 
or he yours?” 

“There was not much talking going on. 
Nobody cared to talk, and had scarepty the 
strength to do so. Ip order to prevent” our- 
selves being frozen to death we climbed from 
the scuttle to the forecastle, which at this 
time stood above water, and from the fore-- 
castle back again to the scuttle. While stand- 
ing there somebody spoke the first time of it. 
Who it was I don’t know. It is sufficient to 
know that it was spoken. One of us was to 
die so that the others could live. The Dutch- 
man said he did pot care anything about his 
life. He would die. But the others said tbat 
if it had to be it must be done fairly, as is 
the custom In such cases.” 

“Custom! Why, have you ever heard of 
such a frightful custom?’ 

“Yes; and we decided to do it that way. 
First we waited from morning till noon. 
Perhaps after all a ship would come. But 
none came... Then the Dutchman began again. 
He said that we were to make an end of the 
matter, one way or the other: he ¢éould 
not bear it any longer. So we descended again 
to the forecastle, one after the other. When 
there one of us tore off a piece of linen aad 
divided it into four parts. one of which was 
This short one meant

The Boudoirofan Austrisn Princess—Some 
Atlanta People Who Are Now in 
the Windy City. 


Chicago, June 1.—((Special Correspondence.) 
—When I left Atlanta and started for Chica- 
go I jndulged in a strong resolution not to 
resort to newspaper correspondence in order 


‘to relleve the up-gush of enthusiasm and ex- 


citement that the diversified scenes and ex- 
periences which awaited me might inspire. 
The original resolve was sincere, but I have 
seen 80 many marvels that I can’t resist 
yielding to the easy temptation of writing 
about some of them. 

Today I visited the Midway plaisance and 
took a quick jaunt through that part of the 
world which I have always longed to see. 

It would stupify and paralyze the brighest 
imagination to only partially conceive of the 
vast and brilliant aggregation of old-world 
wonders massed there avd conveniently ar- 
ranged te mystify, bewilder and overwhelm 
even the most blase and emotional of tray- 
elers. 

When I crossed the arched bridge that 


spans tne rolling lagoon, whose livid waters 


gently purled and rippled as they first inten- 
sified and then meuowed the flashing sun- 
light that sparkled and scintilated iu my- 
riud rays. gianciug aud daucipg upon the 
scarlet and purple and gold of radiant gon- 
dolas as they gracefully rose and fell with 
the sleepy, undulating waves, I found myself 
as if by magic trunsported into a reajm 
strange, picturesque aud ablaze with ali the 
end color and fantastic devices of seni- 
arbarjans. 

At the ftirst glance my mind conjured up 
all the rich and voluptuous myths of the 
Orient. As I proceeded and began to more 
keenly realize my surroundings I fairly 
thrilled, and my soul raptured in the ecstasy 
of gazing through u vista that led me rigat 
into the dazzling streets, past the colunhis 
aud domes, the turrets and towers of ancjeat 
cities, and afforded me a glimpse of tie 
languorous, airy life of a sensuous, impulsive 
people. 

I passed the Dutch end Irish villages with 
the most cursory survey. Neither Teuton 
nor Celt had charms for me just then, I 
ignored the homely villages of the yeilkew 
Javanese, Japanese, Chinese and Soudanese. 
Their cane-built, straw-thatched adobes fail- 
ed to impress me. I stopped in Vienna log 
enough to drain a cup ot coffee and swallew 
& sugar-sprayed roll. I paused for a moment 
to observe the majestic and dizzying heigjts 
of the Bernese Alps. 1 hurried past portitas 
of Fige, Samoa, Lorneo and Polynesia Armkh- 
ipelago that have been whisked over the stas 
of the south to enhance the cosmopolitin 
spirit and aspect of Chicago. But my bid 
leapt violentiy, and my pulses thrilled fo- 
tiously when my eyes becajie 
riveted upon the grandeur aid 
magnificence of the Turkish ‘village. The 
Syrian grace and giamour, and the heavhg 
luxury of genuine orientalism fascinated aid 
enthralled my quivering and quickenhg 
senses. Next, the Moorjsh palace excited ny 
admiration. recalled the departed glory aid 
splndor of Spain, and the poetic legends of 
sweet Madrid. I bought a flower from: a 
bliack-haired senorita whose figure of f¢i- 
ble roundness and complexion of velvey 
brilliance, whose lustrous, humid eves d 
red, em gg lips, tempted me to ask the a. 

‘iss. 

Away in the distance the Venetian lafes 
shimmered with all the gradations of cor, 
from deep blue and green to the softer tilts 
of foamy silver and opalescent gray. 

But I went ardently farther from thé@n, 
and out of the Moorish palace into the {n- 
tique streets of Cajro, made startling ‘ey 
hideous images of Apis, Ra and ‘Ti, @ad 
dotted with various curious sorts of sapf:o- 
phagi and obelisks. The temple of Ligtor 
and the museum from Alexandria are exce-d- 
ingly interesting and important with histcric 
significance. Neither can fail to absorb ‘he 
student of such things, 

Along a Barrow path bordered with glow- 
ing pansies, which wound among palins, date 
and acacia trees I saw a little Neapolitan 
girl dressed in a striped foulard, fastened 
around the waist by a girdle of chased: silver 
set with exquisite jewels, advancing smilingly 
and beckonjng me to follow her into the Blue 
Grotto of Capri, an authentic reproduction 
of the favorite abode of the dissolute Roman 
emperor Tiberius. 

I dallied for a brief space in the Tunisian 
and Algerjan sectigus and witnessed a score 
of gorgeous features, each worth a long jour- 
ney to see. 

The villages of the Laplanders and D@e 
omeyans, the voleano of Hilanea, the lRus- 
sian theater, the Minaret tower, the portray- 
al of life in the Bavarian mountains, and the 
queer antics and attire of swarthy Mussul- 
men all claim the attention of the tourjst 
who goes sight-seeing through the spacious 
Midway Pliisance. 

J wish [ possessed the power to formulate 
fitting phrases to describe some of the 
artistic and industrial displays to be seen 
in the building devoted to the liberal arts. 

The building itself is a grand home for 
the exhibition of the arts and sclences that 
keep even march with the progress of civil- 
ization. Everything from the Cheopic rostral 
columns to the colossal dome is beautifully 
decorated and embellished. 

Among the displays that will arouse your 
aesthetic nature are the French, German, 
English and Japanese ceramics; the gold and 
gem wrought treasures of Paris, Vienna, 
Berlin, London and from our own Tiffany; 
the indescribable embroidery designed ahd ex- 
ecuted by the Royal Art school of Belgium; 
fans and bonnets from the celebrated mil- 
liners of all the European capital cities; rugs 
from Persian and Russia and- art novelties 
from Poland, Norway and Sweden. 

My heart palpitated wildly as I examined 
the exquisite salon of an Austrian princess. 
I dreamed of the delicious intoxication of 
Viennese life and the ravishing exigencies 
of such an establishment. As I inspected the 
sculptured furniture, the embossed cushions 
of thick satin, tbe painted, carved and gilded 
panels, the jardinieres—silvered and filigreed 
—resting on columns of onyx, the faience 
placques and the porcelain jars entwined 
with delicate ferns and fragrant with costly 
exotics, 1 fell into a seductive state of bean- 
titude and at last began to comprehend how 
Gautier and Balsac assist their fancy when 
making a boudoir for one of the sumptuous 
enchantresses of their stories. 

But why continue? Words are inadequate 
and feeble; eyes alone can interpret. the 
lavish and prodigal array of all that is rare 
and triumphant in the realm of industrial 
arts and sciences as seen here, 

I partially explored the fine art gallery 
and gazing at the paintings that adorn this 
department I craved for the knowledge and 
inspiration of a Ruskin in order to fully un- 
derstand the priceless assembly, that includes 
many of the masterpieces created by the 
genius of old Italian, Dutch and French im- 
mortals, 

I merely refer to this valuable part of the 
exposition in a general wav, because when- 
ever I make an effort to describe in detail 
the task grows so difficult and stupendous 
that a feeling of mental lJassitude invariably 
overpowers me.

The People 

Transit. 

Columbus, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—Columbus 
may,.in the pear future, become the electric 
city of Georgia. The North Highiands Rail- 
road Company has petitioned the city council 
for a franchise to allow them to lay their 
tracks on the principal stretes of Columbus, 
and the petition will be acted upon at the 
next ineeting of that body on the. first 
Wednesday in June. This company owns the 
beautiful suburb, the North Highlands, 
through which the Chattahoochee runs. 
There is, at a point called ‘lovers’ leap,” a 
big fall in the river, and by putting a small 
dam there five thousand horse power can be 
had, This, the company proposes to do and 
right near the dam an electric power house 
willbe built. By this means electric cars will 
be run all over the city, and besides, the 
Company proposes to sell tlectric power to all 
the manufacturing interests of the city that 
may desire such power for runn&ig their ma- 
chinery at a very low price. 

ive hundred tleousanl dollars will de 
expended in this work, and, it is sald, is only 
waitine for favorable action on the part of the 
council, All indications are that the franchise 
will be granted, with conditions that will In- 
sure the company carrying out Its contract 
in a certain time. The Columbus Railway 
Company will fight the granting of the fran- 
chise by the council, because if the North 
liighlands Company gets what they ask for 
their lines will run parellel the lines of the 
Colfmbus Railway Company. However, it is 
said that negotiations are now pending look- 
ing to a consolidation of the two corpora- 
tions. The people here are very anxious thaf 
the consolidation snowtd be effected and be- 
lieve that it will be. Both cdrporations are 
backed by plenty of money, and the men at 
their head are well known for thelr business 
sagacitv and shrewdness. This matter affords 
more material Tor conversation than anything 
else in Columbus at present. The peoplé® are 
deeply interested in the scheme and are hope- 
ful that it will end in the mast wonderful and 
substantial improvement for Columbus. The 
city of Columbus is slow hut sure, Her peo- 
ple are noted for their conservatism. Perhaps 
they carry it too far. but they know a good 
thing wher they see it. They have all abid- 
ing faith in the future of the city and believe 
that br means ef her water powereshe will he 
able to work out her salvation. It will be 
well for capital to risk at least one eye on 
Columbus.

Oregon isa mountainous state. The Cascade 
Range divides it into two distinct sections, 
eastern and western Oregon. My home is in East- 
ern Oregon in the foothi'ls of the Blue mountaias. 

The largest and inost highly cultivated valley is 
the Willamette. Thescenery along most of the 
rivers ig remarkably fine,and at the Cuscades 
where the Columbia breaks through the moun- 
tains, it is especially beautiful. Tue Columbia, 
with its tributaries, draius the greater part of 
Oregon. 

The climate is very mild compared with eastern 
states in corresponding latitudes, but winters are 
colder and the rainfall greater than the mure 
Southern Pacific cvuasts. 

Eastern Oregon iias a drier climate than western 
Oregon. The soil of eastern Oregon is a black 
loam. Agriculture is the leading industry, and 
wheat is the chief product, of which many niillion 
bushels are shipped annually.

Johuny Gavin, the young man who was 
yesterday morning declared insane, has 
something of a history back of this last 
chapter in his life.

Gavin 
first met this man at some side show and 
worked for him. The man made such an 
impression upon the boy that he soon 
gained a control over him that superseded 
that of young Garin’s parents. 

Still the boy never forgot his honio ties, 
for he frequently visited hig parents aud 
often wrote to them. MSonietimes they 
would hear from him wile he was in 
Washington territory, and sometimes he 
would be in New York. Upon two or three 
Occasions the man with whom he was 
roaming and tramping about would write 
to Gavin’s parents and give a good account 
of the young fellow. Still Mr. and Mrs. 
Gavin rere not at all pleased, and when- 
ever their sou came home they used every 
meang to induce him to stay. Kach time 
that he came home he remainetl several 
weeks, apparently perfectly satisfied, but 
on some bright, fife duy he would waik out 
and not come back for six or seven months, 
abu even longer would he be on his trip 
upon some occasions. 

About two months ago the boy came 
home and has been here since. He gradu- 
aliy grew worse and his parents became 
convinced that he was mentaiiy unbaiaced. 
iwo weeks or more ago he was placed 
in the cure of a physician, Dr. Daviu Mar- 
vin, Who soon tound that his condition was 
such that it wouid be best to hare hun sent 
to Milledgeville as quickly, as possible. A 
little less than a month ago young Gavin 
told his parents that he was going crazy, 
and twice he was caught burning nis hair 
with a gas jet. When asked why he did 
it he repiied “for penance.” He also filled 
a@ wushtubd full of water and stated that he 
was going to drown himself, but on finding 
that he Was watched gave up the idea.
